Drake is the largest church school in Iowa and the largest univer- 
sity under the banner of the Christian brotherhood. Its enrollment 
of 2,661 last year represented six foreign countries, thirty of the 
forty-eight states in the nation, and ninety of the ninety-nine counties 
in Iowa. 


George T. Carpenter, academic founder, formally opened the 
University on Tuesday, September 20, 1881. His policy and aim, 
announced at that time, have been the basis upon which the founda- 
tion of Drake’s success has stood the test of time: 


“This University has been designed upon a broad, liberal and 
modern basis. The articles of incorporation provide that all its 
departments shall be open to all without distinction of sex, religion or 
race. In its management and influence it will aim at being Christian 
without being sectarian.” 


Those who have been responsible for the destinies of Drake have 
never deviated from this ideal. Courses offered are broad in their 
seope, liberal in culture, and high in scholarship. 


Drake University offers its students complete, standard courses 
in the six colleges— Liberal Arts, Bible, Education, Law, Commerce 
and Finance, and Fine Arts. Drake enjoys Class A-1 scholastic 
rating from the recognized standardizing agencies. Credits earned 
here are accepted at all institutions of like rank in this country and 


abroad.

A Speedy Relay Race 
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The New Drake Stadium 


ITH the building of the new Drake Stadium, costing approximately $2380,- 

000, a dream of the University is being realized. The need for a larger and 

more modern stadium was emphasized by the decided trend of Drake toward 
bigger and better athletics—the tremendous growth of the Drake relay meet— 
nation-wide recognition of Drake in football—and the ability of Drake athletes to 
rank among the strong contenders for honors in cross-country running, swimming, 
tennis, bal f and other sports. 


Work on the new stadium was started in May, and the huge structure will be 
completed in time to house the throngs who will see the Bulldogs in action against 
the Kansas Aggies, Nebraska and Ames in their home football games in October and 
November. 


The new stadium will have 18,500 permanent seats, the concrete bleachers 
extending in “U” shape. A quarter-mile cinder track and a fine sodded football 
gridiron within will furnish adequate facilities for the annual relay carnival and all 
Drake games. 


The new stadium will be one of the finest athletic plants in the Middle West, 
and, with its completion, the athletic department has been able to schedule games 
with the elite of the football world, including such strong teams as Nebraska and 
Notre Dame. 


A modern field house will be constructed adjoining the stadium, with locker 
room capacity to accommodate all relay entries, a fine basketball floor, shower baths, 
etc. Hereafter, crowds of 4,000 will be able to witness Drake basketball games in 
comfort. An indoor track, handball courts and administration offices will be included 
in the new structure. It is expected that this building will be completed in time for 
the opening of the Drake basketball season in December. 
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Drake University Offers Stud 


RAKE University, because of its location in Des 
Moines, the beautiful capital city of Iowa, offers its 
students many unusual advantages in addition to 

standard courses in its six colleges—Liberal Arts, Bible, 
Law, Education, Commerce and Finance, and Fine Arts. 


Each year the world’s greatest preachers, singers, musi- 
cians, lecturers and publicists appear in Des Moines. 
Drake students have an opportunity to see and hear these 
artists at close range, thus securing a splendid source of 
inspiration. 


Since Des Moines is the business, industrial and finan- 
cial center of the state, Drake students find many oppor- 
tunities for profitable part-time employment to defray all 
or a part of their college expenses. Many students, both 
men and women, work their way through Drake Univer- 
sity every year. The University maintains an appoint- 
ment bureau, under the direction of Miss Irma Turner, 
who assists students and graduates in securing lucrative 
positions. Last year, 700 students, including men and 
women, were engaged in profitable part-time work. 


The state library, the state historical collection, the 
Supreme Court of Iowa and the district court of Polk 
county, the biennial session of the State Legislature and 
other events all have their bearing upon the broad general 
culture and the knowledge that a student may acquire 
while attending Drake University. 


Everything considered, the cost of a higher education at 
Drake is moderate. While Drake is an integral part of the

versity to any material extent as a source of income, as is 
often the case in smaller cities and towns. As a result, 
rates tor room and board in the University district of Des 
Moines are moderate, and lower than the rates often pre- 
vailing elsewhere. 


Every student attending Drake has an opportunity to 
belong to one or more organizations. The Y. M. C. A. and 
Y. W. C. A. are important organizations wielding a vast 
influence in campus activities. In addition, students are 
urged to join various study clubs and to engage in athletics, 
debating, glee club singing and in band and orchestral 
programs. 


A number of strong national fraternities and sororities 
are established on the campus, adding much to the social 
life of the University. In addition, Phi Beta Kappa and 
other favorably known honorary scholastic and profes- 
sional fraternities and sororities are established here 
among students studying in the various colleges. 


Drake is accorded the highest scholastic ranking by 
the recognized standardizing agencies. This means that 
credits earned at Drake are accepted by all institutions of 
like rank in this country and abroad. 


Drake is noted far and wide for its fine ideals and splen- 
did spirit. In addition to emphasizing purely academic 
knowledge, the University stresses the building of charac- 
ter, the establishment of strong Christian manhood and 
womanhood on a firm foundation. It provides a broad, 
liberal culture for its students, equipping them to cope 
successfully with the problems of life in later years.
